Perspiration or no, basicallv 
all animals have need for salt 
in nr *|n r amounts for healthy 
bo<h function« that depend oh 
sod turn and chlorine, the two 
elements of Ralt. 
l'o ward off the dangers of ex­ 
cessive salt loss we might now 
merely use mere salt on food, 
or use' salt tablets but we do 
1 now that salt pork, in its day 
>t*r\ ed a good purpose whether 
we realized it then or not.

County on a buffalo hunt with 
only men as his companions. 
They made the long trip on 
horse back and traveled by day 
and camped out at night. They 
secured their food from killing 
wild game, taking nothing along 
with them except some light- 
bread. 
Mr. Shoemaker said that on 
the 6-months hunt he person­ 
ally killed over a hundred buf­ 
faloes and skinned them all, and 
perhaps 100 more for his h u n t­ 
ing companions. 
The buffalo had already left 
Bosque and Comanche counties 
at the time, but in Shackelford 
County there were stil 1 thous­ 
and r of them. 
Mr. 
Shoemaker recalled that 
he killed Ids first big bull with 
a pistol, after chasing him more 
than a mile on his horse. Dur­ 
ing the chase he ran through a 
big mesquite thicket and pierc­ 
ed his legs wi* h thorns. He did 
not notice it a t ¡he time, but 
after he had killed the bull, he 
was so frightened when he saw 
his leg all covered with blood, 
he thought that he had accident­ 
ly shot himself. 
Shoemaker and a companion 
by the 
name of Robert Reed, 
separated from the rest of the 
hunters 
and 
they 
spent 
more 
than six m onth 
in damp, during 
which time they lived in a tee­ 
pee made of buffalo hides. 
l heir

the 
time was buffalo m eat tooked in 
many different ways. They would 
go into Fort G riffin about every 
six weeks and secure some flour 
and coffee Their flour Often got 
wet and soured 'out thev went 
ahead and mad* or« ad that sou

the sour dough. The toffee, how­ 
ever was strong and good, and 
they did not tire of th«* buffalo

Mr. Shoemaker said that he 
later found out that thit $7.08 
charge was illegal and he would 
put in his claim to recover it 
yet, if he knew for sure that 
the bank was still in business 
at Fort Worth. He admits, too, 
that 62 years is a long time to 
wait to put in his claim. 
Mr. Shoemaker says that it 
was at Rath’s Store just after 
he had gotten his check that a 
woman came into the store and 
he got the thrill of a life time 
on seeing a woman for the first 
time within 6 months. 
There was only one store at 
the Fort Griffin Trading Post 
but it carried everything from 
drygoods, hardware and grocer­ 
ies to whiskey, and it was also 
a great social center for all the 
hunters. 
The proprietor sent the buffa­ 
lo hide.s to Fort Worth in wag­ 
ons, each drawn bj six yoke of 
oxen. He had six such wagons 
and the buffalo hunters of the 
section 
kept 
¡he 
wagons 
busy 
all the time. Shoemaker said he 
got $1.22 for each bull hide and 
90 cents for each cow hide. He 
also earned some money m camp 
by skinning all his own hides 
and h iniv out to help the others 
to skin theirs. He and his p art­ 
ner worked together and they 
rot 20 cents for each hide they 
skinned and split the money. 
Shocma.ker said that the win­ 
ter of 1877 was noted for its 
sudden northers in Shackelford 
County. 
He said 
that once 
a 
norther came up so suddenly and 
with such force that a Negro 
who had been -ent from one 
camp to another five miles away, 
froze to death. 
Mr. Shoemaker said that he 
saw only one bunch of Indians 
wluli on his hunting trip. They 
numbered 
16 
and were 
riding 
horses and were oending over so 
colsely to the horses* backs, that 
at first he mistook them 
for 
buffaloes and followed them try ­ 
ing to get a shot. 
When h«> discovered his mis­ 
take. they took after him, but 
his horse was so swift that he 
outran them and hid in a cave. 
He learned the next day that 
the Indians had gone by anoth­ 
er hunting camp and stole Ui«*ir 
horses and destroyed their camp. 
Mr. Shoemaker declares th at 
it has been years since he lias 
been hunting, but he believes he 
could still kill a buffalo if he 
had his same horse and gun and 
were able again to ride upon a 
herd,
